Reſp. If fo, then certainly the peculiar people of God, viz. The . 
Commonwealth of Iſrael, would have beca left by God to the 
ſame liberty : (for certainly they were 4s rational creatures, af o- 
ther Nations) which that he did not, is clearly manifeſt to all that 
acknowledge the Scriptures ; yea it is alſo clear that Moſes did im- 
pute it to the Ifraclites, as a great degree of wiſdom and underſtand- 
ing in them in cleawng to that Law fo given them by God, rather 
then with the reſt of the Nations, to have ereRted their on inventi- 
ons: as is clear from Deut. 4. when Moſes ſpeaking of the excel- 
lency of that royall Law of the Lord Jehovah, in compariſon of the 
Laws erected by the corrupt reaſon of the Nations, or Heathens, 
challengeth all the Nations of the World to parallell it, ſaying, 

Be hold, I have taught yon ſt at utes and judge ments, even as the 
Lord my God commanded me, & c. keep therefore and do them, 
for this is your wiſdom and under ſtanding inthe ſighit of the Na- 
tions, which ſhall hear all thoſe ftatutes, and ſay, Surely this

it appears that by the very dictates of nature, they knew God, albeit 
they did not worſhip him as God, viz. by keeping the rojall law 
ſo written in their nature, werther were thanktull for ſuch knows 
ledge, but contrarywiſe became vain in their imaginations, (viz. - 
by fancying other Laws to themſelves) their foolifh hearts being 
darkened, and 1 prefeſſing themſelves wiſe they became fools, 
changing the Image of the uucorruptibie God, into an Image 
made i corruptible man by which means they altered the 
. Whole courſe of Nature, both in relation to their duty coward God, 

and their Neighbour. e | And 
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And hence ſprang all corruption both in Church and State, being 
formed by the dicta tes of ſuch corrupt reaſonings, which hath ever 
ſince been predominant over the whole face of the Earth: (the Jews 
onely excepted , vnto. whom the Lord was pleaſed to renovate the 
ſame) for as they changed the Image of the incorruptible God , into 
the. ſimilitude of corruptible man; ſo did they likewiſe by his Laws, 
moulding them alſo anew in their like vain imaginations, and from 
hence hath alſo proceeded che rilc of adoration of Images of men, 
(in flead of God) whether living or dead, by means whereof they vi- 
olated the firſt Table. ; 
Again, having once framed God to be in the (imilitude of man, 
(as the Heathen and Pa piſts do, &c.) then were they eaſily drawa to 
entertain ſuch Laws, as were compoled by ſuch their gods : and fo 
conſequently became ſubjeR unto them, in ad of God, as it is clear 
from 1 Sam. 8. where the people of Iſtael degenerated from their 
fore Fathers, during the time they were governed by Judges, (which 
' government, the Lord is ſaid to raiſe up unto them) by deſiring Ja- 
wel to make them a King, to judge them lik off the Nations 
notwithſtanding by ſo doing,they did clearly forfake God to be their 
King, ver. 7. and his Laws to be their Laws, ſetting up in ſtead 
thereof, the Statutes of Omri, as in Micah 6.1 6. yea the Lord tel- 
leth them in plain termes,that by ſo doing they had not onely forſaken 
him, but alſo taken upon them to ſerve other gods ; where note, that 
whoſoever digreſſeth from being obedient to the government of a - 
Commonwealth by judges , and the aforeſaid royall Law, are Ido- 
laters or falſe worchippers.

From all which I {hall draw this coneiuſion, That it is contrary to all 
ſence or reaſon, that any Nation whatſoever ſhould preſume to take fuch 
artogancy upon them as to make any ocher law to themſelves then the 
akoteſaid royal law. vi. whether by mutual conſent or agreement among 
themſelves or by way of imitation, or by any long ſetled, or well approved 
of cuſtomes, which any other Nation Whatſoever, either hath or doch 
practiſe, but contraty vile, that they ſhould be ſtrictly tied unto the letter of 
that grand law royall, fo made by God himlclf, and that without the 
| Jeaft addition or detraction, as aforeſaid. And if all Nations, then certainly 
in a more eſpecial maaner, ſuch Nations as own the Loud Jehoyah for their 
Lord, God, King, Law-giver, Judge and Saviour, as this Commonwealth 
etend to dos 


And if the Law, then conft quent ly the Staturues and judgements apperraining 
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chereunto, foxgit willundvodably follow, that by how much rhe Statutes and 
Judgements are .abatcd, by ſo much the ſaid royall Law is made of leſs torce or 
vigor, as alſo of leſs terror to the violaters thereof: and ſo conſequently witl 
be annihilated oi deſtroyed, and the Law-maker himſclt, flighted and contemned, 
as not being wiſe enough to ſuit his own Laws with Statutes and Judgements : a 
\ thing to be àbhorred in the very conception thereof, and conſequently much 
more in the action. | 
And therefore my humble requeſt is, That you will henceforth declare your 
{elves ſuch as own Jchovahto be your Lord, God, King, Law-giver, Judge, and 
Saviour, by magnifying his royall Law, and making it honourable in this Nation: 
which if performed by you, will deubtleſs not one ly produce the bleſſings afore- 
mentioned upen this Nation, but will allo bea means of the greateſt likelihood 
to a preparation to the calling of the jews; a thing earneſtly defired'by all the 
people of God. we receiving their Law, they our Goſpel; we their Moſes, they 
our Chriſt, as I have formerly hinted unto you in my firſt Addreſſes, which I de- 
fire you would once more peruſe ſcriouſſy, there being that contained therein, 
which, if vigorouſly proſecuted, will make this Commonwealth not onely the 
delight of the moſt H gh but even the joy of the whole earth. Which the Lord 
in much mercy grant, for his ſake who hath ſo dearly bought us, and hitherto pre- 
ferved us from the hands of his and our enem.cs , to the Very end and purpoſe, 
that we might be obcdicnt to his Cemmands.
